Profaaaor Krone tain recalled that Dr. Ludvig Erhard , Mini a ter 
of Economics, in the Federal Republic, had expressed fears during 
his earlier trip to the United States in 1954 that the Comon Market 
eight evolve into a high-tariff, protectionist customs union. 

Professor Kronsteln claimed that Dr. Erhard attributed much of the 
impetus behind the formation of the Coaa»n Market to the United States 
which had only Itself to blame If the EEC were to develop along these 
lines. The visitor was reminded that It ves the responsibility of the 
msmbsT countries of the Common Market, of which the Federal Republic 
vas one. to develop their association along liberal, tr a de c r e ating lines 
as originally Intended. The political implications of the Common Market 
were also mentioned. Professor Kronsteln acknowledged these points, but 
he vas apprehensive that the Chancellor's desire to accomo d a t e the 
French vould permit them to indulge their protectionist tendencies in 
the Common Market. 
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
